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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mitoma et al 
(USPN 561 1723) as set forth in the Office action mailed 7/7/06. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mitoma et 
al (USPN 561 1723) in view of Selby (USPN 3073072) as set forth in the Office action 
mailed 7/7/06. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 10/10/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Mitoma et al do not teach a processing direction to be 
inclined to the seam. This argument is misplaced because the claimed invention does 
not require a processing direction that is inclined to the seam. The claimed invention 
merely recites a process direction that can be inclined to the seam. The phrase "to be 
inclined" found in claims 1 and 3 is not a positive limitation. Since an inclined 
processing direction is not positively stated or required, the teachings of Mitoma et al, 
and Mitoma et al in view of Selby make obvious the claimed inventions.
